Inasmuch as Congressman Mor- 
row could see but little chance of 
passing his Chinese bill this session, 
Judge Hoffman wrote him recently, 
suggesting that an amendment be 
worked through, requiring that ail 
certificates to departing celestials 
hereafter issued bein blank with- 
out mentioning even thé name,still 
less the age, hejght, occupation,date 
of arrival in this country, last place 
of residence, steamer -by which he 
arrived, etc. The holder would then 
haye po means of knowing what 
reply to make to the questions put 
to him on his arrival. Ali these 
details would be carefully recorded 
in the Custom House books. If the 
answers of the holder of the certifi- 
cate should correspond with the re- 
cord, satisfactory evidence would be 
afforded that he was the person to 
whom it was issued, but it would 
be impossible for the fraudulent 
holder to make such answers, unless 
by some means he had acquainted 
himself with the record. The Judge 
also suggested the limitation of the 
life of the certifivate to a period of 
two or three years, and the abroga- 
tion of the right to land on the 
claim of previous residence (after 
the lapse of a period subsequent to 
the passage of the law, sufficient to 
give previous residents reasonable 
notice aud opportunity to exercise 
the right; v:herwise, they would be 
deemed to have waived it.) In case 
legislation on these points were 
found impracticable he thought 
that there would be no difficulty in 
obtaining an amendment, empow- 
ering the Secretary of the Treasury 
to prescribe such a form of the cer- 
tificate. It could be explained that

The Reno Water Company has 


yesterday and elic‘ted the following 
facts in regard te the orgupization 
and developmeuot of the plant, 
which is now an assured success. 
As early as last September Mr. J. 
L. Stevenson, the preseut mauager 
of the company, conceived the idea 
of electric lighting for this place, 
and at once began the necessary 
preliminaries to carrying out that 


idea. After feeling the pulse of the 
ligbt-consumers of the town in re- 
gard to aa innovation in antago- 
nism to the oil and gas illumina- 
tion, and finding encouragement 
held out by the most promivent 
merchants, he visited the principal 
cities of Caliiornia, including San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Oakland, 
Sacramento, and many smaller 
cities aud towns where the electric 
light was in use, several different 
systems being in vogue.

A plaat consist- 
ing Of a 45-light, 1,200 candle-power, 
dynamo, 30 singie and 15 doubie 
lamps, together with over four 
miles of heavy, iusulated copper 
wire and other auxiliaries, were

The station or dynamo room in 
which the current is generated is 
situated at the east end of the re- 
duction works, oue mile below the 
town. The building is 20 feet 
square and perfectly dust proof, 
The power by which the dynamo is 
run is furnished by the reductiou 
works, which is rua entirely by 
water power, und the recent cold 
snap was the cause of the lights 
going out on one Or tLWO OccaslONS, 
the ice in the ditch accumulating 
so rapidly as to stop the wheel that 
furnisbes the power for the reduc- 
tion works anddynam»y. This will 
be remedied in two ways shortty. 
First, by warm weather; secondly, 
by an adjunct in the shape of a 5v- 
horse power steam-enugine, which 
will be used during cold weather. 

The entire number of lamps that 
the capacity of this dyuamo suc- 
ceusfully runs—viz.: 45, are all sub- 
scribed for, and some 25 or 30 more 
applications are in for service. 

n regard to the cost of electric 
lighting, in comp srisow witb gas, it 
appears that the fhomso :-Houston 
Company, in the construction of 
its apparatus, has so skilfully 
provided against the principal items 
of expense, which consist of repairs 
On apparatus, burning out of arma- 
tures, wearing of commutations, 
etc., that the charges for deprecia- 
tiou and repairs ona plant of this 
system is reduced so low, and the 
cost. of attendance ;being nominal 
from the results of the automatic 
features of the apparatus, that there 


-is very little, if any, difference in 


the price us compared with gas, 
wh.Je it gives an infinitely greater 
light, each lamp being rated at 1,200 
candle-power. 

The current generatei by the dy- 
namo and conveyed over the 
wires, runs many or few lamps 
equally, the dynamo being fur- 
nished with an automatic regulator 
which entirely controls the circuit, 
aud when all ‘the 45 lights are 
burping, any number of them—one, 
ten, 300r 40—could be turned off 
simultaneously, and the automatic 
reguiator, without any assistauce 
or attention of the engineer or other 

reson in chirge, would so regu- 
ate or control the apparatus that 
the remaining lamps would only 
weceive their proper proportion of 
the electric current. ~ 

The lamps are turnished to ¢on- 
sumers or patrons by a yeerly con- 
tract, This is done to prevent ex- 
tra expense and work by changes. 

As svon as the contracts are signed 
for all the lamps now subscribed for, 
it is the company’s intention to at 
once order another dynamo, and 
also 150 incandescent lamps of from 
82 to 125 candle-power, for offices,

for agricultural purposes. 

Third—It renders the waters of the 
river uufit for drinking and domes- 
tic purposes, particularly in the 
Summer months, aud sickness and 
death has resulted to the people of 
Nevada fr@m its use.
